"It is clear to the court that 


rank-and-file members are not 
afforded a full opportunity to 
participate in the affairs of the 
union," said U.S. District Judge 
June L. Green. 


Acting on a petition by Don 


Vestal, the Nashville, Tenn., lo- 
cal Teamsters leader, she or- 
dered the union to set up proce- 
dures to permit union members 
to petition for a change in their 
constitution and then submit it 
to ratification by the Teamsters 
2 million members. 


But she refused Vestal's re- 


quest to halt the July 5 con- 
vention at which Frank E. Fitz- 
simmons is views as certain to 
take over as president to re- 
place the imprisoned James R. 
Hoff. Hoffa resigned last week 
and Fitzsimmons automatically 
became president. Hoffa also 
endorsed Fitzsimmons for elec- 
tion to a new five-year presi- 
dential term. 


Vestal had complained that 


the 2,000 convention delegates 
are largely local union officials 
who are given little voice in 
convention affairs, particularly 
changes in the unions con- 
stitution, 
until 
they 
are 


presented by convention com- 
mittees appointed by Fritz- 
simmons. 


Vestal also wanted the court 


to order that top union officers 
be elected by membership vote, 
rather than by convention vote. 


Judge Green said most of the 


complaints about election pro- 
cesses were internal matters of 
the union. 


Vestal, a 54-year-old former 


truck driver, has said he will 
run against Fitzsimmons for 
the Teamsters presidency at 
the convention opening Mon- 
day.

While vetoing this bill, Nixon

ing in 800 square miles of

Laotian border and north of 
Highway 9 to the demilitarized 
zone. 


Phu said 6,000 of the enemy 


troops infiltrated across the 
DMZ since May 1. He said they 
have mortars, rocket launchers 
and antiaircraft guns but no 
heavy artillery. 


Phu denied reports that the 


North Vietnamese had moved 
122mm and 130mm guns across 
the DMZ. The general said

Saragat's 
seven-year 
term 


expires on Dec. 29. Unless the 
government loses a vote on a 
major issue, a new Parliament 
does not have to be elected un- 
til 1973. But there have been a 
succession of weak, short-lived 
governments in the last few 
years, generating growing pres- 
sure on Saragat to dissolve 
Parliament in the hope that an 
election would give the Chris- 
tian Democrats a majority. 


Colombo's governments may 


still collapse, but until January 
it will have to be replaced by 
another 
government. 
This 


makes it easier for Colombo to 
continue in office, but new dis- 
sension is building up between 
the 
Christian 
Democrats, 


Italy's largest party, and the 
Socialists, 
whose 
votes 
the 


Christian Democrats need to 
give them a majority. 


Christian Democratic sena- 


tors plan to try to amend a 
housing reform bill the Cham- 
ber of Deputies passed this 
month. The bill which gives 
municipal authorities power for

building land, is one of the 
main items on the 
govern- 


ment's program. 


The Christian Democrats now 


claim the housing reform cost 
them many of the votes they 
lost to the Fascists in the re- 
cent regional and municipal 
elections.

South has 17 good 
p o i n t s for his no-trump, 
North has 11 for his raise. 


Twenty-eight points usu- 


ally makes game, but this 
time it won't unless South 
exercises considerable care 
before playing from dummy 
at trick one. If he says to 
himself, "I have a free fi- 
nesse," and then reaches 
for the jack of spades, he 
will wind up deep in the 
soup. West will get in with 
both his aces and will cash 
three spade tricks. 


If South stops to think, he 


will insure his contract by 
playing dummy's three-spot 
and winning with his ace. 
After that quiet start, he 
will proceed to knock out 
either minor-suit ace. Should 
East win, East won't be able 
to do anything about the 
spade suit. However, West 
will win and will continue 
with the nine of spades. 


South is not clairvoyant. 


He finesses the jack this 
time. East takes his queen 
but can't lead a spade back 
to his partner. South will 
have time to knock out the 
other minor-suit ace.

The 
condition is often associated 
with heart and vascular dis- 
ease. The diet principles and

mended to prevent heart and 
vascular disease apply to 
people with this problem. 
The same is true of ciga- 
rettes. I have not found any 
conditions benefited by obes- 
ity or smoking cigarettes.

The developments came as 


the subcommittee heard author

Women Would 
End the War 
DALLAS, Tex. (AP) - The 


American Association of Univer- 
sith Women called Monday for 
withdrawal of the United States 
from the Southeast Asia war, but 
asked no time limit for carrying 
out such action. 


The word "immediate," which 


appeared in the resolution be- 
fore the word "withdrawal," 
was struck out after some speak- 
ers argued that this would be 
logistically impossible. There 
was talk of some kind of time- 
table for withdrawal, but this 
too was abandoned. 


The AAUW, meeting here for 


its biennial convention, also ap- 
proved a resolution asking the 
government to vote to admit Red 
China to the United Nations. An 
amendment aimed at protecting 
the interests of other nations- 
Taiwan was intended although, 
not mentioned—was defeated. 


Other resolutions passed at 


the Monday session: 


—The AAUW urged the gov- 


ernment to participate fully in 
the 1972 United Nations Confer- 
ence on Human Environment.
